On Monday wou February 1st, the 
feurgesses of the’ City of Wetaskiwin 
~will be asked to record their votes on 
a money by-law authorizing the City 
‘Council to raise: a loan of: $27,000.00 
by selling debentures at 6% repay- 
able in equal annual instalments for 
fifteen years. 

The loan is based on an agreement 
“‘petween the City of Wetaskiwin and 
the Municipality. of Montgomery to 
build a community hospital in Wetas- 
xiwin. 

The proposed hospital is to be ap- 
proximately twenty beds and to cost 
around $40,000.00, and the site for 
the building will be selected by the 
newly elected hospital board. 


All the assets of the present City 
Hospital are to be turned over to the 
new Board. The assets consist of 
‘cash and agreements amounting to 
over $11,000.00, book accounts which 
should have a value of at least $4,- 
000.00 and considerable equipment in 
the present hospital which will be 
useable in the new building. 

It is considered that $27,000.00 to- 
gether with the assets on hand, will 
be ample for the building and equip- 
ping of the new hospital, but if it is 
More than is required, the sale of 
‘bonds can be curtailed to the re: 
quired amount. 


Of ‘this $27,000.00 the Municipality 
of Montgomery agrees to repay $15,- 
000.00 together with interest as 
ponds become due, thus leaving the 
actual amount to te paid by the 
City to be $12,000.00 and interest. 

There is no provision in the Mun- 
icipal Act whereby two Municipalities 
may. join and borrow money to erect 
2 Hospital outside the boundaries of 
either one: of them, except under the 
Municipal Hospitals Act, Therefore 
it is necessary that Wetaskiwin raise 
the whole amount on the credit of 
the’ City,-and Montgomery has agreed 
‘to repay the City its share of the re- 
quired. ‘oan. .

If the ‘Ladies’ Hospital: Aid:and the: 
different societies! will continue ‘to 
assist in the way they have so gen- 
erously done in the past, there is 
every reason to believe there will be 
a margin of profit each year which 
can be returned pro rata to the Mun- 
icipalities contributing, 


But though the Hospital pays its 
way for running expenses, this does 
mot mean that the City will Ibe free 
of payments. 


The City and the Municipality of 
Montgomery are erecting the building 
and are expected to repay their share 
of that loan each year. Also in addi- 
tion, the difference between a $2.00 
per day rate and the actual cost of a 
day’s maintenance pér patient will 
be paid by the Municipality to which 
the patient belongs. 


The total amount liable each year 
should not make a difference of over 
half a mill in taxation, because the 
‘Council have been contributing $1,- 
0b0.00 per year to the hospital as a 
grant for several years, 

The ratepayers will have the satis- 
faction of knowing that should ne- 
‘cessity arise, the use of the hospital 
will cost only $2.00 per day, also 
‘that the burgesses are assisting to 
secure hospitalization at this very 
low rate.

Ottawa, Jan. 22.—Cost of Mving in 
Canada has dropped by over 15 por 
cent during the past two years, the 
dominion bnreau of statistics re- 
ports.

REPEATS ‘ITSELF 


“It is a gloomy moment in history. 
Not for many years—not in the life- 
time of most men who read _ this 
paper — has there been so much 
grave gnd deep apprehension; never 
has the future seemed so _ incalcul- 
able as at this time. In our own 
country there is universal « prostra- 
tion and panic, and thousands of our 
poorest fellow-citizens are turned 
out against the approaching winter 
without employment, and without the 
prospect of it. 

“In France the political 
seethes and bubbles’ with 
tainty; Russia hangs, as 
like a cloud, dark and silent, upon 
the horizon of Europe; while all the 
energies, resources and influences of 
the British Empire are sorely tried, 
and are yet to be tried more sorely 
in coping with the vast and deadly In- 
dian Insurrection, and with its dis- 
turbed relations in China. 


‘It is a solemn moment, and no 
man can feel an indifference (which, 
happily, no man pretends to feel) in 
the issue of events. 

“Of our own troubles no man can 
See the end. They are fortunately, 
as yet, mainly commercial; and if 
We are only to lose money and by 
painful poverty to be taught wisdom 
--the wisdom of honor, of faith, of 
sympathy and of charity—no man 
need seriously to despair, and yet 
the very haste to be rich, which is 
the occasion of this widespread cal- 
amity, has also tended to destroy the 
moral forces which is to resist and 
subdue the calamity.”

OF CIVILIZED MAN. 
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DEAN HOWES REVIEWS |, 
AGRICULTURAL SITUATION 


There is probably no greater or 
more interesting -authority in Am- 
erican on agriculture and its prob- 
lems, than Dean Howes, of the 
University of Alberta, Edmonton. 

The Hanna Herald is privileged in 
being pormitted to publish an article 
prepared more than two years ago, 
in which the Dean gave a few im- 
pressions of the agricultural situa- 
tion in Western Canada. As_ the 
author intimates, publication of this 
address was “either refused or 
that time and was 
pigeonholed. Now, two years later, 
the truth of his observations comes 
home with a mighty force. 

* * * However imperfectly the 
task may have accomplished the 
object in the writer’s mind has been 
to lay before our people the follow- 
ing points of consideration, 

1. There has been a tremendous 
change in Canadian agriculture, par- 
ticularly in western agriculture dur- 
ing the past very few years, through 
the development of mechanization on 
the farm. 

2. It is a waste of time to protest 
against the change brought about 
through this mechanization. 

3. It is superficial to hail this 
mechanization as a wholly benefi- 
cent dispensation. 

4, A great body of our agricultur- 
ists have not pronounced their ideas, 
for or against this mechanization. 
They are carrying on an open mind. 

5. We shall be remiss in our duty 
if we do not carefully study our 
orientation under the changed con- 
dition brought about by mechaniza- 
tion. 

6. The introduction of mechaniz- 
ation will inevitably mean larger 
farms, but not necessarily gigantic 
institutions. As soon as the farmer 
discovers that his tractor or com- 
bine, if worked over hours, can 
handle more land than he possesses, 
his very first impulse is to cut down 
on the livestock end of it and to add 
to his acres. 


7. The introduction of mechaniza- 
tion need not mean the departure 


from diversified farming, but unfor- 
tunately the tendency is that way. 


8. The introduction of mechaniza-

NOW IS THE TIME 
TO AYER TSE 


Since the first of the year, there 
has been a perceptible increase in 
activity among 
firms in going after business. There 
is a feelng in the air that a general 
improvement -in business, conditions 
is not far off. The economic baro- 
meter is gradually growing imore 
favorable and this is reflected in a 
tendency among general advertisers 
to increase their appropriation for 
the year.

“Resolved that this convention 
urge upon the provincial govern- 
ment the advisability of imposing a 
steeply graded income tax on both 
persons and corporations to provide 
such additional revenue as may be 
needed.”

AN OLD NEWSPAPER 


We have just received an old news- 
paper from our friend Mrs. Doane, 
who has kept it since it was pub- 
lished on September 15th, 1864. It 
is the Crawfordsville, Journal, edited 
and published by Jeremiah Keeney. 
Its watchword ‘,The Union in any 
event.” It contains the acceptance 
letter’ of Geo, B?,McCellan to Hon. 
‘Horatio Seymour, in, -which, 
Cellan’ accepts the nomination by the 
Democratic National Convention as- 
sembled at Chicago on Sept. 12th, 
1864, as the candidate at the next 
election for the Presidency of the 
United States. There is also a let- 
ter from one Joseph A. Gilkey, a 
member of the 135th Regt., Ind., in 
which the soldier, who is a member 
of the Northern Army, describes the 
comp2ny’s movements and their 
camp ground, which was once a fine 
brick block srrrounded by flowering 
“rubs, but at the time of writing, 
“nothing remains but old brickbats 
and rubbish, with not a shade tree 
to shelter us trom the burning rays 
of a Southern sun.”

BIBLE SCHOOL CLOSES 


The Bible School, which has been 
in session in Wetaskiwin, conducted 
by the German Baptists of Alberta, 
terminates on Friday afternoon, and 
the closing exercises will take place 
in the Presbyterian Church at two 
o’clock that day, conducted primarily 
in the German language. The stud- 
ents will present a play written by 
Rev, Arthur A. Schade, the principal 
teacher, which. will portray a family 
conference in. which .the ‘children 
succeed in persuading their reluct- 
ant parents, that: they ought to at- 
tend the Bible “Sthool and that their 
financial conditions are not so bad, 
that they cannot’ do it. In the sec- 
ond part a church meeting is called 
to deal with a request for donations 
to support the Bible School. Some 
of the members are represented as 
seriously objecting to such useless 
expenses during: these hard times, 
others object claiming the school is 
there just to give tHe young people a 
good time. But finally others arise 
and point out the need for trained 
workers in the Bible School and 
Young People’s work, and turn the 
tide. It is finally unanimously de- 
cided to collect provisions and to 
take an offering to assist needy stud- 
ents in meeting the expenses of the 
school. 

In the third part the students are 
represented as gathered together on 
an evening before examination, re- 
viewing their Bibie School work. 
Many humorous incidents arise with 
this review, and the whole is de- 
signed to show just what benefits 
the students derived from the course. 

Sixty-five students are in attend- 
ance. A chorus is conducted by Rev. 
A. Ittermanu froni Frendental, which 
along witb. a quartette from Camrose, 
will render special music. Credits 
are to be awarded for studies satis- 
factorily completed which will entitle 
pupils to a Standard Leadership 
Diploma,

BEER BY GLASS SALE OPPOSED 


A resolution calling the attention 
of the provincial government at its 
next session to the beer petition 
now before the government was pas- 
sed at the afternoon session of the 
annual convention of the Alberta 
Prohibition association at the First 
Baptist church on Friday. 

The petition asks for the prohibi- 
tion of the sale of beer by the glass, 
and the regulation of its sale in the 
same manner as that which is now 
governing the sale of wines and spir- 
its in the province. 

The petition, which was presented 
to the legislature, had been under 
examination by a fact-finding com- 
mittee as to its validity, The conven- 
tion was informed that it is believed 
that the validity of the petition has 
been established, and the govern- 
ment is now urged to take action. 

This will probably mean the hold- 
ing of a prohibition vote on the beer 
parlors and clubs in the near future. 

The petition was signed by 55,000 
voters in the province.
